In the Sherman murder case Thurs­ 
day among the witnesses examined, 
who were mostly from a distance and 
testified to Sherman’s good character 
and reputation as a law abiding citizen, 
were A. B. Flinn, Guy Abercrombie, 
William M. Bliss, William A. Posey, 
David Graham and Z. E. Mauzy, all 
of this city. 
The depositions were read of George 
P. Wood, J. W. Quinn, Mrs. A. K. 
Wilson, Jacob Ruhroes, Mrs. D. H. 
Rubsan, M. J. Murphy, and Lon R. 
Mauzy, all of Indiana. 
Among the witnesses then was Clyde 
Stephenson, employed with C., H. & 
D. yards at Hamilton. 
He testified 
that he knew Sherman, had worked 
with him for some time and as far as 
lie knew Sherman’s character, habits 
and reputation were good. 
Witness 
knew nothing of Sherman’s domestic 
life. 
Joseph Skillman 
testified that he 
was a baggage master on the C., H. 
& D. and had known Sherman about 
two years, saw him four and five times 
a dav in the baggage room. 
He was 
always a perfect gentleman, of good 
character and disposition. 
He stood 
well in the community and as far as 
witness knew his reputation was a l­ 
right. 
Joseph Sater testified that he had 
known Sherman to a certain extent 
about a year and a half. 
As far as he 
knew Sherman’s character and repnta 
tion were very good. 
Frank Holyoke testified that lie was 
employed by the C., H. & D., had 
known Sherman four years and for 
this past few years while Sherman 
worked on the road for him witness 
could say nothing detrimental to his 
character. 
Colonel Ziusheimer testified that he 
had known Sherman sin^e August 1903 
and his character, habits, and dis 
position were good. 
Charles Schaublo had known Sher­ 
man for two years. 
His charaotc- and 
reputation w tre all right. 
„ 
Charles Kramer testified that 
he 
had known Sherman about two years, 
but did not see him very often. 
His 
reputatiou was verv good ; very quiet 
disposition. 
Thomas H. Bateman testified 
that 
he had known Sherman four or five 
months before his trouble. 
His repu­ 
tation and character were very good 
as a poacable, qui$t and law abiding 
citizen. 
J. B. New'song, of Dayton, testified 
that he had known Sherman four or 
five years. 
Sherman worked under 
him on a switch gang at Dayton for 
five or six months. 
His character in 
Dayton was first class. 
Several witnesses expected by the 
defense from a distance did not arrive 
and at 4 o’clock court adjourned nntil 
9 o’clock Friday morning. 
Upon the opening of the Sherman 
case Friday additional witnesses were 
introduced to prove Sherman's good 
character. 
They followed along the 
general line of the evidence adduced 
on Thursday. 
When this part of the defense was 
complete evidence was offered to~show 
the 
character 
and 'reputation 
of 


M a v n ie C. Sherman, the murdered 
woman or Eva M a v Connery Sherman 
as she was called by the defense. 
It 
was intended to"show that she was a 
w o m a n of high temper, of a violent, 
q u a r r e ls o m e , disagreeable disposition 
and of questionable moral character. 
Several witnesses testified from Bver 
Station, Ohio, the 
home of the 
Connerys. 
Principally among them 
was Dr. A. G. Rhea 
He testified 
that he had known Mrs Sherman all 
her life, that she w as high tempered ] 
and quarrelsome when aggravated and 
chat her reputation for morality was 
bad. 
He based this u]>on what he 
saw of her at Byer after she was mar 
ried when she associated with other 
men. 


On cross examination lie admitted 
that she had kept the postoffice at 
times for her father, had 
been 
a 
telegraph operator and was necessarily j 
thrown more or less into the associa­ 
tion of men. 
The case, it is 
now 
thought, will not be completed until 
some time next week.
